Contract poultry growers incorporate

Coniract poultry growers from 
the six Alabama agricultural districts 
met in New Brockton, Alabama and 
incorporated the Alabama Contract 
Poultry Growers Association, 

More than 200 growers and their 
Spouses were present at the organiza- 
tional meeting held last Thursday 
evening at the Coffee County Farm 
Center. 

Breeder, broiler and pullet grow- 
ers from throughout the state and 
north Florida were on hand to watch 
their district representatives sign the 
articles of incorporation creating Al- 
abama's newest agricultural coopera- 
live. This is Alabama's first poultry 
grower cooperative to be organized 
and managed entirely by poultry 
growers. 

Arthur Gaskins, a Lawtey, FL 
broiler grower and president of the 
National Contract Poultry Growers 
Association spoke to the group prior 
to the signing of the Articles. 

“We need to take back control of 
the farms,” Gaskins told the group. 
“Under today's system, we really 
aren't contract growers. We'd like to 
think we are, but we really work for 
the companies.” 

“Things will stay the same as 
they are as long as we do not have a 
voice in the contract negotiations. 
We won't get the companies to 
change the contracts while we are 
just a state organization. 

“If we poultry growers in Ala- 
bama, Florida, Mississippi, and other 
States come together as one organi- 
zation, what are the companies going

The national movement to orga- 
nize contract poultry growers as ag- 
ricultural cooperatives began in 
North Carolina and Arkansas in 
1990, This year, on March 14, grow- 
ers representing 13 states incorporat- 
ed the National CPGA in Atlanta. 
Since then, 17 of the 26 poultry pro- 
ducing states have incorporated or 
are near incorporating. 

The purpose of forming the coop- 
cralives is to empower poultry grow- 
ers with a fair and equitable process

for conducting business in a unique 
agricultural environment. 

The Alabama and the National 
Contract Poultry Growers Associa- 
tion will serve contract growers with 
a system of checks and balances 
across the state and across the na- 
lion. They will be networked with 
newsletters among chapters, and 
with state and national publications. 

Growers feel that all segments of 
the poultry industry should benefit 
from the Contract Poultry Growers 
association.

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The driver of the automobile, 
William "Red" Tyson, age 42, of 
Route 2, Elba, was located by police 
a short time after the accident and 
was charged with leaving the scene 
of an accident, 

Tyson was placed in the Coffee 
County Jail in New Brockton, AL 
pending bond. 

Elba police say that other charges 
may be pending and that the case has 
been turned over to the department's 
investigation bureau, 

According to Sgt. Cobb, this acci- 
dent marks the first waffic accident 
involving a pedestrian in Elba for the

Drug shakedown 
nets one arrest

A Samson man has been arrested 
on drug charges following a narcot- 
ics shakedown by Elba police offi- 
cers last Thursday night, June 25. 

Elba police say that 19-year-old 
Jessie Roberson, a resident of Sam- 
son, AL, was charged with posses- 
sion of cocaine after police officers 
seized a quantity of crack cocaine 
from him. 

Officers approached the man 
about 11:20 p.m. Thursday night 
near downtown Elba after receiving 
information about a possible drug 
transaction. 

According to Elba Police Chief 
Freddy Hanchey, the estimated street 


value of the cocaine is listed at 
$500.00, 
Narcotics Investigator Donnie 


Byrd, a member of the 12th Judicial 
Drug Task Force, stated that the ar- 
rest is part of a continuing effort by 
law officers to reduce illegal drug 
activity in the City of Elba 


Byrd also stated that during the 
past two years, approximately 80 
drug arrests have been made in Elba 
with about 90% of those cases being 
the distribution of controlled sub- 
Slances,

DPS predicts 15 will die 


Public Safety Director Col. Ned 
W. McHenry urges motorists to 
buckle up and drive with care to help 
ensure a safe Fourth of July holiday 
weekend 

The Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Safety estimates that 15 people 
will be killed in traffic wrecks dur- 
ing the holiday period. 

The 78-hour period begins at 6 
p.m. Thursday, July 2, and ends at 
midnight Sunday, July 5. In 1991, 18 
people were killed in traffic wrecks 
during the 102-hour holiday, 11 on 
rural roadways and 7 in urban areas, 

Eight of the traffic deaths were al- 
cohol related, and only one of the 
wreck viclims was using a safety 
belt. 

“Drunken drivers account for 
hundreds of deaths and thousands of 
injuries cach year in Alabama,” said 
McHenry. 

In addition to reminding Alaba- 


mians of the deadly consequences of 
drunken driving, McHenry stressed 
the importance of properly using 
safety belts and child safety scats. 
He said Alabama's safety belt law 
goes into full effect July 18, follow- 
ing a 12-month warning and educa- 
tion period. 

All available troopers will be on 
duty to enforce traffic laws and to 
serve as visible reminders to motor- 
ists to drive carefully. Federal over- 
time grants aimed at speed limit en- 


forcement will allow additional 
troopers to patrol. 
Troopers will concentrate cn- 


forcement on heavily traveled road- 
ways, including interstates and U.S 
231 and 331 south of Montgomery 
as part of Operation C.A.R.E. (Com- 
bined Accident Reduction Effort).

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Ice Cream For The Fourth: 


Hand-Turned In

The sign on the little wayside 
place proclaimed boldly, HAND- 
CHURNED ICE CREAM. | 
screeched to a halt and rushed in, ex- 
pecting a daddy to be sitting there. 
Anticipating a daddy to be sitting, 
hunched over, turning--with hands 
half-frozen--a Sytup pail inside a wa- 
ter bucket filled with ice. 

Coming upon such an announce- 
ment, such an oasis, on a recent 
Stcamy day made my thoughts race 
backwards to a Fourth-of-July cele- 
bration in my childhood. An unusual 
Fourth when we lived too far away 
to spend the day with the kinfolks 
who owned ice cream freezers. Our 
isolation, however, turned it into a 
most memorable day. 

During that long, hot June, the 
endless field chores were rendered 
bearable by dreams of the once-a- 
year frozen dessert. Daddy reminded 
my litte brother of it often as we 
took a breather in the shade out near 
the Back Forth, "Yep, Square 
(Squire) Skimp, I'm a gettin’ a 
hun'derd pound block uh that ice 
from th’ ice house in town on ‘third’, 
And, by jingoes, on the Fourth we're 
gonna have us a time, gonna freeze 
that cream same as if we'uz at Gran- 
ny's!" 

And, keeping his promise, Daddy 
hitched a ride into Berry with Mr. 
Currington that third. Went with him 
in the old rattletrap pickup because 
he couldn't risk the ice on a long, hot 
wagon ride. 

When they returned one dripping 
block of the ‘semi-precious stone’ 
was transferred quickly to our 
smokehouse earthen floor. We sib- 
lings scrambled to help pack the new 
sawdust around the frigid wonder. It 
was then tucked with clean ragged 
quilts, tucked as carefully as a baby 
being wrapped against a blizzard’s 
breath. Then we reluctantly left the 
‘ice alone, as hallowed against the 
long-awaited tomorrow. 

The ice-cream making was begun 
about three o'clock on the Fourth, af- 
ter we siblings had been on our Sun- 
day-best behavior all day. In the hot- 
test part of the day Mama went into 
the kitchen and mixed the ingre- 
dicnts: three fresh eggs, a cup of sug- 
ar, a teaspoon of Watkin's vanilla 
flavoring, and cream skimmed from 
the top of the morning's milk. Mama 
took a taste, smiled approvingly, and 
poured the concoction into a gallon 
syrup bucket. After a lid was at- 
tached it waited for Daddy to holler, 
"Pearlie, the ice is ready!" 

Preparing the ice that day was 
more complicated than bursting open 
a plastic bag of uniformly shaped ice 
cubes. Daddy removed the quilts, 
raked back the sawdust and began 
chipping ever so cautiously with his 
Barlow knife. After a line was en- 
trenched around the desired portion 
Daddy drew back and made two, 
three hard stabs. Right on schedule, 
the large chunk broke. Bill rushed up 
with a dishpan, catching ever last 
sliver. The ice was then rinsed brief- 
ly of its sawdust, and carefully 
picked into picces, 

Mama brought the precious syrup 
bucket. Frances fetched the emptied 
white porcelain water bucket from 
the back porch shelf, And I totted the 
little white cloth bag of salt out to 
the front porch, to the edge where 
Daddy would freeze the cream, 

Daddy sat the syrup pail in the 
center of the water bucket and held it 
firmly in place by means of its bail, 
or handle, extended upward. Bill

scooped in ice, making sure there 
was a layer all around the syrup 
bucket. Mama took up a handful of 
the salt and sifted a little trail all 
over the top of the ice. Daddy jig- 
gled the bucket by means of the bail, 
making sure a large piece of ice 
would not prevent movement. 

Another layer of ice was put in 
and another layer of salt. On and up- 
ward it was filled, until it almost 
reached the top of the pail. Daddy 
began turning the smaller bucket in- 
side the larger bucket, churned it 
back and forth, back and forth, ever 
SO smoothly, so gently, so rhythmi- 
cally. He turned ever so patiently 
while we kiddoes watched and wait- 

ed so impatiently. 

Daddy watched cautiously as the 
ice began to melt and the water be- 
gan to rise; the salty solution must 
be poured off carefully before it 
reached the ‘eyes’ lest it seep through 
into the freezing cream. 

We each clamored for, and wer 
given, a chance to turn the bucket. 
As the cream hardened, however, 
turning it became more and more 
difficult, even with a padding of old 
paper around the freezing-cold wire 
bail. Soon Daddy yelled, "OKEY 
DOKEY, SQUIRE SKIMP, THAT'S 
IT!" amid shouts all around. Then he 
added, "But jest so's she'll be good'n 
hard we'll Iet ‘er set a bit." So paper 
was spread over the top and an extra 
padding of a burlap bag was added 
for the wait. Meanwhile we rushed 
to assemble tin spoons and chipped 
howls for the magical moment. 

Soon the padding was removed, 
the syrup pail lifted out and the lid 
pried off. Mama dished up the white 
mountains of ice cream and we sat 
around the porch--licking, smacking, 
slowly relishing the delicious taste 
that was so rare, so special. Such a 
heavenly treat on a sweltering hot 
day long ago drew our family so 
close; we wished the time nor the ice 
cream would never end. 

The recent sign, HAND- 
CHURNED ICE CREAM, sent me 
racing inside the shop, expecting to 
see a daddy sitting there, churning a 
syrup pail back and forth. Primed 
my taste buds for ice cream like we 
enjoyed on a long-ago Fourth of 
July. I guess it's no wonder I was so 
disappointed, so downcast when I 
entered the store and saw only an 
electric cord protruding from a fancy 
ice cream freezer, and there was no 
Daddy nor family around,

The Initiative for Understanding 
began in 1985 when President Rea- 
gan and Soviet General Secretary 
Mikhail Gorbachey signed an accord 
at the Geneva Summit that resulted 
in a new Soviet-American cultural 
exchange agreement, Governor Guy 
Hunt initiated the program in Ala- 
bama when he sent 67 Students in 
1987. Governor Hunt has sent over 
550 outstanding high school students 
to the Sovict Union over the past 
five years, 

This year 110 students were cho- 
sen from a field of 400 students that 
were nominated from all across Ala- 
bama. Governor Hunt has assigned 
Donnie McPherson, Administrative 
Assistant for Youth Affairs, to coor 
dinate the trip. 

The Alabama Initiative for Un- 
derstanding increases the Opportuni- 
lies for communication and under- 
Standing between American and 
Soviet youths, The students will ex- 
perience a three-week program of 
educational and cultural activities, 
exploring and observing firsthand 
the political and economic systems, 
cultural traditions, and daily way of 
life. 

The students were chosen without 
consideration of their economic stat- 
us; therefore, there is a wide cross 
section of economic backgrounds 
represented in the group. The Ala- 
bama delegation members are cur- 
rently raising money to pay for the 
trip, which will cost each student 
$3,800. The exchange program uses 
no government funds, 

Students were chosen by commit- 
tees of professional, business and ed- 
ucational leaders based on student 
interest in world affairs, the desire to 
represent school, community and 
country, academic standing, and 
leadership ability. Students may ob- 
lain university credit for participa- 
lion in the program, 

All of the 23 day itineraries in- 
clude Moscow, St. Petersburg, and at 
least three additional cities selected 
to highlight the diversity of Com- 
monwealth. City activities include 
discussion meetings with youth, and 
young adults, briefing on Common- 
wealth politics by representatives of 
cily governments, sightseeing to his- 
torical and cultural sites, and time 
for personal exploration. Program 
also include attendance of evening 
folk music or dance performances in 
several cities, 

The four delegations consisting of 

30 students and 3 adult leaders will 
leave from and return to Birming- 
ham Airport on the following dates: 
June 25 - July 18; June 29 - July 21; 
July 2 - July 24; July 7 - July 30, 
Shannon will be on the July 7 - 30 
trip. 
Shannon is the 17 year old daugh-

Tomato Blossom End Rot 

Have you noticed a black, rotten- 
looking area near the blossom end of 
your tomatoes? Although it looks 
bad and can ruin the fruit, it can be 
corrected so that later developing 
fruit are less affected. 

Blossom end rot is not caused by 
a fungus but is the result of a cal- 
cium deficiency in the fruit. It is 
common when plants are experienc- 
ing drought. The plant is simply not 
able to take up enough calcium to 
Support the fruit. Too much nitrogen 
fertilizer and warm, wet weather can 
also cause blossom end rot because 
the calcium taken up by the plant by- 
passes the fruit in favor of lush, new 
growth, 

To avoid blossom end rot, don't 
add too much nitrogen all at once, 
Mulch around plants for an even 
moisture supply and lime before you 
plant next year, 

A short term treatment for blos- 
som end rot is to spray the plant with 
a calcium chloride solution when the 
condition is first noticed. About 1/4 
pound of calcium chloride mixed in 
5 gallons of water can temporarily, 
or sometimes fully, correct the situa- 
ion for later fruit.

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Record Keeping Is Essential When Owning A Cow Herd 


Recently, I have had a large 
amount of requests conceming what 
records to keep for a cow herd, be it 
commercial or purebred. Since we 
are approaching the middle of sum- 
mer, now is a good time to talk 
about record keeping prior to the 
calving season which usually starts 
for most folks around October. 

In terms of business records, if 
you handle breeding livestock, you 
cerlainly need to keep track of the 
number of bulls and breeding fe- 
males that you have. Have an enter- 
prise budget where you can forecast 
for that year approximate income 
and expenses. I would also have a 
Separate expense and income page to 
record actual income and expenses, 
Then at the end of the year I would 
summarize what kind of money you 
made in the cow-calf operation. 

To help do this, you can either 
use a computer, ledger sheet, a note- 
book, or there are small pocket type 
books you can use to determine sev- 
eral factors about you cow-calf herd. 
If I were to set up a ledger sheet on 
paper, I would include the following 
items. Incidentally, this would also 
work for a Lotus or SuperCalc type 
program on the computer. 

First, write down the cow's ID 
number. In that same block write 
down the year she was born to keep 
track of her age. Next put down the 
sire ID number. That way you can 
write by each cow which bull or in 
some cases bulls were turned in that 
she could possibly have been ex- 
posed to, Finally, in that column list 
the calf ID. The easiest way to num- 
ber the calf is to give the calf the 
same number as the cow. The advan- 
tage to doing this is when you see 
that calf you know which cow it be- 
longs to. If you keep a heifer back, 
then assigning her a totally new 
number, ‘ 

There are three other things to list 
across the top of the ledger sheet. 
Number one would be calving ease. 
Rank it 1-2-3 with 1 being easy, 2 
being slightly difficult, and 3 being 
very difficult. That way you will 
have some idea if that cow needed 
assistance or not. Some people will

list it as needed assistance or no as- 
sistance. Put down the sex for the 
calf that is born--B for bull, H for 
heifer. If you were to lose a calf, I 
would have a death column to list 
where that happened, 

Another thing I would list would 
be the birth date, birth weight, wean- 
ing date and weaning weight. Of 
these four, the birth date is probably 
the most important. By doing this, 
you are able to see how long it takes 
to calve out a group of calves, The 
birth weight gives you some idea of 
what your average calf weight would 
be at birth so that you can determine 
females and bulls to buy. The wean- 
ing date will combine with the wean- 
ing weight and the birth date and 
birth weight to show you what that 


calf has done over the period of time 
you raised that calf. 

All of these items will help you to 
know what is going on in your cow- 
calf herd. By knowing what is going 
on, you can make better manage- 
ment decisions to determine the best 
route to take. This information is 
very valuable. 

One easy way to do all of these 
things is to enroll in the Beef Cattle 
Improvement Association. This is a 
combined effort between the Ala- 
bama Cattlemen's Association and 
the Auburn University Extension 
Service to help producers better 
manage their cow herds.

Elba, AL Reese Avenue 
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Wheat Program Contains 
Zero Acreage Reduction 


Farmers who participate in the 
1993 Wheat Program will not be re- 
quired to reduce their plantings to 
qualify for price support loans and 
deficiency payments, according to 
David W. Eaddy, County Executive 
Director of the Coffee County Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion Service. The 1993 program con- 
lains a zero percent acreage 
reduction. 

"This means that there is no re- 
quirement to place eligible cropland 
into an Acreage Conservation Re- 
serve," Eaddy said. 

He said this level was chosen 
from the statutory range of 0 to 15 
percent to ensure sufficient wheat 
supplies for domestic and export 
needs. 

Wheat program benefits include 
target price protection at $4.00 per 
bushel, the same as last year, and 
rice support loans at $2.45 per 
ushel, 21 cents more than the previ- 
ous year. "To be cligible for loans, 
purchases, and payments on the 
1993 wheat crop, producers must not 
plant in excess of their wheat 


acreage base plus planting permitted 
on flexible acres," Eaddy said. A 
paid land diversion will not be im- 
plemented, he said. 

Other 1993 wheat program provi- 
sions will be announced at a later 
date.

WORK, CHILD SUPPORT & FAMILY BENEFITS EMPHASIZED 


Vaughan heads county's JOBS Program

JOBS - is a federally funded pro- 

gram designed “to emphasize work, 
child support, and family benefits.” 
Glen Vaughan, with the Coffee 
County Department of Human Re- 
sources (DHR), is the JOBS Coordi- 
nator for Coffee County. 
__ All people receiving Aid to Fam- 
ilics with Dependent Children pro- 
gram(AFDC) are required to partici- 
pate if they continue receiving the 
financial help. There are certain ex- 
emplions to this requirement, cutting 
the potential involvement in Ala- 
bama to about 25,000 or 40% of 
those presently receiving the govern- 
ment aid. Gradually the participation 
percentage will increase with new 
qualified participants being identi- 
fied earlier in the cycle. 

Coffee County has about 350 
families receiving AFDC and food

stamps, according to Vaughan. 

He explained that those receiving 
this AFDC assistance are mostly 
women, and over half of them don't 
have a high school education, Vau- 
ghan's office will do an assessment 


Grace period for not buckling 
up is over on Saturday, July 18

The grace period of giving warn- 
ing tickets to motorists who are not 
buckled up is fast running out. 

According to Elba police, the seat 
belt law goes into full effect on July 
18. After that date, anyone stopped 
and cited for other citations will also 
be given a ticket for not wearing a 
safety belt. The fine for not buckling 
up is $25. 

Motorists cannot be stopped and 
cited for not wearing their seat belt 
alone - another violation will have to 
have occurred, 

In a recent survey conducted by 
Elba police, it was found that only 
about 40% percent of the motorists 
stopped were wearing their seat 
belts. The survey was conducted dur- 
ing routine driver's license checks 
held in recent weeks. 

The seat belt law requires all 
front seat occupants to be buckled 
in, but use is optional by back-seat 
passengers. 

The only exemptions to the law 
are the following: 

*A child who must use a child 
passenger restraint system, 

*A person with written statement 
from a license physician that he/she 


is unable for medical reasons to wear 
a safety belt, 

*A rural letter carrier performing 
dutics and newspaper delivery per- 
sons making deliveries. 

*Passengers in a passenger car 
with a model year prior to 1965. 

*Passengers in motor vehicles 
which normally operate in reverse. 

The child passenger safety law re- 
quires that children under age 6 use 
safety restraints. Those age 3 and be- 
low are required to be in safety scats, 
but children 4 to 6 can use seat belts, 

A child from birth until 12 
months and 20 pounds should be 
placed in a rear-facing or convertible 
scats. 

According to law enforcement of- 
ficials, this law is different from the 
mandatory seat belt law. If a police 
officer or state trooper observes a 
child which he believes to be im- 
properly or not restrained at all, he 
can stop a motorist for that reason 
alone. 

Elba police say that both the seat 
belt law and the child passenger re- 
straint law will be strictly enforced 
within the city's jurisdiction, The 
only exceptions will be those al- 
lowed under the law - SO STRAP

of education, skills, work expericnce 
and potential barriers to participa- 
tion. 

The JOBS program will assist 
them in getting their high school di- 
ploma or GED certificate and pay 
for their children to stay in a day 
care center while they are in school. 
They will also arrange transportation 
and for donations of clothing for the 
mother and the children if they need 
this to venture back into socicty. 

Other mothers will be given job 
skills training in vocational and tech- 
nical schools and the Job Training 
Program. 

The Department of Human Re- 
sources staff will work to locate po- 
tential jobs and secure interviews for 
participants, 

The participants can also be 
placed in public jobs for a limited 
time, with funding through the JOBS 
program. Institutions such as 
schools, hospitals and other non- 
profit agencies can be used to give 
these participants work experience 
and work references. 

That 40% in the targeted group - 
mostly mothers age 35 and under, 
will be required to participate, Even 
those legally exempt under the 
guidelines will be encouraged to join 
the program. 

The penalty for not participating 
could be a partial or complete cut of 
all welfare benefits. 

Vaughan explained it would be a 
gradual cutting, with either aid or 
food stamps being curtailed. Com- 
plete refusal to participate could lead 
to complete disqualification from the 
AFDC Program and the food stamp 
program for up to six months. 

The local DHR_ has statewide 
computer access to AFDC records of 
all 67 counties in Alabama. By year- 
end nationwide access will prevent 
recipients from moving somewhere 
else and avoiding the JOBS program 
while still getting their monies. 

Vaughan noted the program start- 
ed in 11 counties in 1990 and will be 
fully operational statewide by Sep- 
tember 1992, 

He admitted the first counties im- 
plementing the program have. had 
some participants who refused to 
take part. These people cither got 
jobs on their own or gave up their 
food stamps and aid to dependant 
children, Others have resisted but 
joined when they actually began get- 
ling less government aid.

City looking for ways to utilize old school property

It has taken two years, but the 
City of Elba now officially owns all 
of the old school property and build- 
ings downtown, Now the question 
before the city fathers is what do we 
do with it, 

On March 16, 1992, the Alabama 
State Board of Education gave its ap- 
proval to the local board for the 
property to be deeded to the city. 

The land was all surveyed and all 
descriptions were verified as being 
accurate and up-to-date, The deeds 
were prepared and signed on March 
26, 1992. 

Monday morning, Elba Mayor 
Fred Moore talked about several 
possible uses or ways in which the 


- 


city could utilize the property and 
buildings. 

Mayor Moore said that a couple 
of the buildings will certainly have 
to be completely demolished. The 
Elba Middle School building and the 
Vocational building will both be torn 
down. 

The mayor said that the possibili- 
ty of finding a contractor who will 
tear down the buildings for the mate- 
rials - steel beams, cte. - is being 
looked into by the city. 

“It is hoped that the old high 
school building can be renovated 
and be used as a civic center for the 
City of Elba,”’said Moore. 

“The auditorium had a_ slanted 
wood floor that was ruined by flood 
waters and would have to be torn 
out, but it could be replaced with a

conerete slab,” continued Moore. 

“It is not necessary that the floor 
be slanted - it could be level” 

He stated that many of the old 
classrooms in the building could be 
renovated and utilized by the differ- 
ent civic organizations and clubs 
within the city. They could be used 
as meeting places and the organi/a- 
tions could share in the responsibili- 
ty of taking care of the building. 

One possibility being considered 
for the superintendent of education's 
office building is to house the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce offices. It 
could be used for chamber functions 
and also could be developed into a 
information center for the city. 

The old junior high wing has 
been offered for utilization by the 
Sentencing Institute a part of a com- 
munity corrections plan, 

This plan calls for persons con- 
victed of crimes to keep their jobs 
while working to repay the commiu- 
nity for the crime committed, Only 
persons convicted of non-violent 
crimes will be allowed to participate 
in the program. 

The state has budgeted $150,000 
toward the cost of renovating a 
building to be used for this purpose, 

Mayor Moore said that no re- 
sponse to the city's offer has been 
received from the Sentencing Insti- 
tute as of this date. 

Tuming to the gym, Moore stilted 
that the hardwood floor was ruined 
by flood waters. He said he had dis 
cussed with Ricky Mularz, the city's 
recreation director, the possibility of 
tearing Out the wood floor and using 
the concrete siab underneath. 

The gym could be used by the 
city's recreation department and also 
by civic Organizations for things like 
concerts and other functions 

The stadium will continue, for the 
lume being, to be used by the high 


school for home football games. The 
recreation department also uses the 
field for little football games, 

Mayor Moore stated that the pos- 
sibility existed that a private concern 
is interested in the elementary build- 
ing and the surrounding property. At 
the present time, no details are avail- 
able as to just what type business 
would be developed. 

When quizzed as to the availabill- 
ty of funds for the renovation oi 
these buildings, Mayor Moore stated 
that at this time there are none, but 
funds will be activity sought by the 
cily. 

“Hopefully, by the end of the year 
some funds will become available,” 
said Moore, “and at the same time, 
city officials will have made definite 
plans as to what is to be done with 
the facilities.” 

The city still owes between 
$150,000 and $160,000 on the prop- 
erty that will have to be paid in any 
event, 

Moore expressed his regret that 
the process of getting the property 
turned over to the city took as long 
as it did, 

“Vandalism has done almost as 
much damage to the property as the 
flood did!” Moore said, 

“Too, had we gotten the property 
sooner some of the renovation would 
not have been as costly as it will be 
now.” ? 

He said, “Things like air condi- 
tioners and heating units could have 
been salvaged had we been allowed 
to get to them in time.” 

The mayor said, “Local officials 
tried to get the process speeded up 
but, as we are well aware of, were 
unsuccessful in doing so.” 

The old school buildings and the 
property will mcertainly be topics of
